o k- depravity of manners, efpecially among the Jower 
ranks in this large and populous City, is not only 
great, but evidently appears to be a growing evil. It mult 
deeply atfeét every friend to the beft interefts of Society, and 
calls aloud for the moft vigorous exertions to ftop its progrefs. 
In order to give fome check to this corruption, by promoting 
the knowledge of the truths, and attention to the duties of 
Religion among the Poa, a refpectable number of the Ci- 
tizens of Edinburgh have lately initituted a Society, under 
the patronage of the EARL of LEVEN. 

The Society accordingly propofe to diftribute, under the 
infpe€tion of a Gommitte, from time to time, bibles, tefta- 
ments, and alfo fuch religious books as feem belt adapted to 
explain and inforce the gieat traths of Chriftianity ; and that 
the expence of the Sociey fhall be fupported by the annual 
fub{ctiptions of the Mepibers, together with the donations 
and legacies of al! whd are difpofed to contribate to fo 
laudable a purpeg.; And cvery contributor to the Society 
will be eatitled ip his ge ier turn, to a nomination pf ‘books 
proportioned ry A amoutt of his or her fubfcription. 

That the intentions of the Society may have fome imme- 
diate cife&t, theyhave eftablifhed a Catechetical Exercife, in 
a convenicnt room in Blackfriars Wynd, where a perfon of 
approved charafter and abilities is appointed to mect with the 
Poor and their Children every Sabbath evening, and by redd- 
ing the {criptures, converfing with, and examining them up- 
Dh ge: to explain and inforce the effential articles of re- 

gion, ; 

To give the greater efficacy to their defign, the Society, 
relying on the countenance of the Minilters of this City and 
neighbourhood, ate to requeft them to preach fermons occa- 
fionally, dire€ted in a particular manner againft the prevail 
ing vices of the times. Accordingly, an introductory Ser- 
mon is to be preached in the Old Church on Sunday the 26th 
inftant, at fix-o’clock in the evening, by one of the fenior 
Minifters of Edinburgh ; the Colleétion to be applied entire- 
ly to the purpofes for which the Society was formed. 

The countenance which the Society, in the infancy of their 
attempt, have already received, has encouraged them in this 
manner to lay their fcheme before the Public; and as they 
by no means with to confine it to Edinburgh, but to extend 
it as generally as contributions from the country will ‘admit; 
they truft that thofe who are friends to Religion, and to the

That to raife the price of goods, would be giving fa great 
advantage to our competitors in neighbouring nations, the 
effeéts of which would be the lofs of markets for the goods 
manufactured here, confequently the lof of work for the 
people, which would be followed with entigcation, and all 
the evils attending it. 

That if any alteration of the prefent law was to take 
place, the moft proper would be, either to lower the ftated 
price which grain isfallowed to be imported at, or to allow 
a free importation and exportation coalt-wife at all times, 

From thefe confiderations,. the Society came to the refoe
